METALLIC VS. PAPER MONEY. 


History shows the chief advant- 
age gold and silver possess, as ma- 
terials for money, lies in the fact 
that it is impossible to over issue a 
eurrency founded on them. The 
supply is fixed and is comparatively 
inflexible, so that values are not 
unsettled by inflation and contrac- 
tion. It would be rather demoral- 
izing for a community to live in an 
atmosphere that effected the organs 
of vision, aud that was constantly 
changing. A man would wake up 
iu the morning and find his fields 
apparently stretching away for 
miles, his barns looming up to the 
clouds and his cattle changed into 
moving mountains of steaks and 
roasts. Such a discovery would be 
very apt to make him feel quite 
rich, and be would think nothing 
of going a few thousand dollars in 
debt. That evening when he got 
the true measure of things again he 
would find everything very small, 
except the debt he bad contracted. 
That would stick to him for years. 
Something of this nature is what 
occurs to every people that issue an 
inflated currency. So long as any 
printing press cao add to the vol- 
ume of money, the pressure to issue 
more is almost irresistible, and no 
nation ever yet began it that did 
not overdo its credit, so that its cur- 
rency depreciated more or less. 
That is not saying, however, that a 
people is not sometimes justified in 
using paper money, any more than 
a business man isin giving a note 
or due-bill when he has to buy 
things without the money to pay 
cash. It is as bad a practice in the 
one case asin the other, but seif- 
preservation sometimes demands it. 
If it were possible to stop when the 
actual necessity was met, it would 
not be so hard to get back to solid 
ground, but it seems that it is nec- 
essary to prove by bilter experience 
to each generation the fallacy con- 
tained in the popular belief that 
the greater the bulk of currency a 
country has the richer it is. After 
a nation has once begun to pay oft 
its soldiers and army contractors 
with paper it finds it barder than 
ever to get gold or silver to pay 
other debts with, and the tempta- 
tion to grind out more bills is 
greater than for the first. After 
the war is over and the debts have 
to be paid the squeeze begins, and 
many. innocent ones are crushed. 
Then arise prophets, who say, 
“Do not pay off these paper evi- 
dances of debt, but issue more and 
stop the hard times.“ They de- 
nuunce the men who say the only 
safety lies in paying up; that to 
continue to issue more paper will 
be to render what we issue, as well 
as what we have already, only so 
much nearer worthlees, as hired 
servants of moneyed powers, as 
robbers of the poor and all that is 
selfish, corrupt and bad. They do 
not consider that this is the lesson 
of the history of every nation and 
of every age. They need not go far 
back, or leave home, for one of the 
sternest examples the world ever 
produced.

Peruvian Complications. 
WASHINGTON, June 27. 
Senor Eimere, the Peruvian Min- 
ister here, in an interview, said he had 
information confirming the Press dis- 
patches, that the treaty between Chili 


Band Peru has not yet been signed. 


Being asked what, in his opinion, was 
Chili’s motive in trying to establish 
Iglesias, the Peruvian Minister re- 
plied: “The Government of Chili 
does not want to make peace; does 
not wish peace. It only seeks a pre- 


text for continuing the occupation of 


Peru, meaning by its act in setting up 
Iglesias to create anarchy in Peru; to 
get the Peruvians to fighting among 
themselves, so as to justify its occupa- 
tion. The Peruvian territory occu- 
pied by Chili is seeking to make ar- 
rangements with Brazil and the Ar- 
gentine Republic, which will pre- 
vent these two governments from 
giving her any more trouble on 
the account of her war conquest, and 
with this object is holding out to them 
inducements to become intrusted. 
Elmere further said Secretary Fre- 
linghbuysen, some time ago, submitted 
to him a proposition for peace between 
the two countries, which he (Elmere) 
thought would be acceptable to Pern, 
but of course Chili, which recognized 
Calderon, hasthus refused to accede 
to the wishes of the United States. “I 
think,“ said Elmere, that the good of- 
fices of the United States will finally 
be successful. Another thing, public 
opinion in Chili, is, according to late 
information I have received, changing 
and setting against the outrageous 
policy of the Chiliman. This infor- 
mation comes by the last mail. Pub- 
lic opinion may force the Government 
to offer more reasonable terms to Peru- 
Meantime Peruvians continue firm in 
their recognition of the Galderon and 
Montero Government, and the Boliv- 
ians stand firm with them. 


High Water on the Missouri. 
ATCHINSON, June 27. 

The riveris on the stand; the rise 
to-day is searcely perceptible. The 
Platte and Nemeba are falling. The 
Atchison and Nebraska road has not 
sent out a regular train for ten days. 
It bas suffered such a damage that 
trains} will not likely run for a week 
or two to come. The St, Joe and West- 
ern is almost entirely destroyed for 
60 or 70 niles; hardly a single bridge 
orembankment is left. It is doubt- 
ful if it is in running order for two 
weeks. The damage to all roads cen- 
tering here is estimated half a million 
dollars. The river is within six feet 
of being as high asin 1881. A further 
rise of two feet would destroy the 
splendid harvests on the Missouri 
bottoms, 


Lynching in Texas. 
JEFFERSON, June 27. 

Lacey, one of the negroes guilty of 
outraging Mrs. Rogers, near Lasoter 
a few days ago, was lynched yesterday 
morning. He fully confessed. No 
secret was made of the intended hang- 
ing. A general notice of the exact 
hour was given. It was first decided 
to serve him as was done a previous 
case in the same vicinity some time 
ago, but it being recollected that the 
law provides hangiog as the penalty 
for rape, it was finaily determined to 
follow tbat course. Of the three 
negroes concerned, Lacey and Sullivan 
were captured by the citizens. Doug- 
las, captured by the officers, is still 
in jail, but may be lynched. 

The St. Louis Flood. 
Sr. Louis, June 27.

ple of Harney valley. Some Piutes 
are now hunting in the vicinity of 
Disaster Peak, near the Oregon 
line, and Naches and others may 
join them next week and ascertain 
what the trouble is at Harney and 
Warner valleys.
